“We just disintegrated the Jap 
planes, two of which were Zeros 
and two of the new type similar to 
the Messersehmitt III, or Heinkel 
113," Maj.

“Six fighters took off as we got 
there and we saw one large four- 
motored flying boat and two small 
surface ships.

Badly mangied, the bodies of J, 


Dombrowski, J. Logan and Cerl 
Stocks were recovered during 
Thursday night in No, 9 panel 
Cadomin mine, and brought up 
to the shaft head Friday morn- 
ing. Double shifts of men, day 
and night have toiled steadily 
shovelling the debris from the 
main and back angles to clear 
the way. 


With tons of the mixture hang- 
ing blocked by pieces of timber, 
careful proceedings were highly 
necessary, several times tons of 
the muck breaking loose and en- 
dangering the lives of the rescue 
gang. With the recovery of all 
five victims, funeral arrangements 
are proceeding and Coroner Jones 
of Mountain Park is empanelling 
a jury to release the bodies, ad- 
journing again until Dr. E. A.

NAZI PRISONER 


Stairs dormitory, we saw through open doors some 
of those who had stared out at our arrival. These 
proved to be refugee families, mostly from northern 
France. 

In our eight days in this place we never grew 
to know these people as they and we were mutually 
forbidden to speak. Their stories would, I think, 
have been pathetic. On the whole, they were a 
sullen lot. 

FOOD SEEMED WONDERFUL 

Our life, physically, in the Poor House (our name 
for this Red Cross shelter) was not too bad. Our 
room was clean enough when we went into it 
(after that it was up to ourselves to keep it so), 
the bedding on the cots was fresh and the sheets, if 
coarse, seemed luxurious after the ship. There was 
cold water in our rooms and hot if we wanted to 
fetch it from the yard below. 

Sanitary arrangements, also in the yard below, 
were primitive and abominable -—I won't enlarge 
For the first few days, the food, after the ship's 
fare, seemed wonderful. Though the fresh fruit 
and plenty of meat didn’t make their appearance, 
we actually had a clear soup, with just a little 
macaroni floating in it, the very first evening— 
and I can still remember how we applauded French 
cooking. And when Sunday came, our third day 
there, and we were served not only well-flavored 
meatballs but also three bottles of good red vin du 
Pays, we really thought the gods were favoring us, 
materially speaking. 

But mentally, life there was hell. Which may 
seem over-emphasis, but isn't. For the first three 
days we were ignored— fed, like animals, but ignored 
by any sign of officialdom. We had one American 
still with us. She had accompanied her Canadian 
husband thus far in the hope that when our indi- 
vidual cases were considered in Bordeaux, as 
promised, he might somehow or other be released 
The American vice-consul came to see her and 
inform her that she must leave without her husband 

But he had no dealings with us. Apparently he 
had been forbidden them, and one supposes that his 
Position in the country at that time was so pre- 
carious that it was not wise for him to infringe 
regulations in any way. The American Consulate 
advanced each of us the equivalent of two pounds 
in French francs and that was all they could do 
for us. 


PETITION TO AUTHORITIES 
This was our second crushing blow — we had 
counted on everything being put right when we 


could contact an American consul. In fact, with 
every glass of liquid (wine, water or ersatz coffee) 
we drank during the next month or so, our toast 
was always “to the nearest American Consul.” This 
first one was so near, but not attainable. 

We questioned the Hauptfuhrer, but he knew 
nothing of our possible fate. After three days of this 
unblissful ignorance, of pacing endlessly up and 
down the bare ugly yard of that place like frust- 
rated lions, we could stand it no longer—and I con- 
ceived the idea of a petition, the first of many, to 
German authority. 

It was drawn up with considerable thought, and 
typed on half a sheet of paper (one of us had a 
typewriter, which survived the rigors of shipwreck 
but stuck half-way across the register). It had four 
points. The first asked for an interpreter. The 
second stated the last official word given us, that 
all women and children, regardless of nationality, 
were to be allowed to go free. (This phrase, worn 
threadbare by our many subsequent petitions, be- 
came a Zamzam byword.) The third asked several 
weighty questions. And the fourth demanded, 
politely but firmly, to know why we were being 
treated as we were “since such action would seem 
unprecedented from what we know of German pro- 
cedure heretofore.” 


BOUND FOR INTERNMENT! 

What did we know? Nothing. It was both pathetic 
and laughable, that first petition, seen in the light 
of a restored sense of humor. But it, or something, 


did produce results. We were not even sure that 
it would reach the desired quarter when we con- 
signed it to the hands of the Hauptfuhrer, 

But two days later appeared two German officials, 
and an interpreter, and, with my typed half-sheet 


| of 


in hand, they answered our points, one by one. Vic- 
tory in the first round—but the verdict fast deflated 
our honest pride. We were to leave in two days’ time 
for Hamburg—and internment 

So we were going to Hamburg after all! We 
couldn't parry this thrust, though we argued as 
well as we could and again asked for an American 
consul. We were told that nothing could be done 
about our case in Bordeaux but that we might reach 
the proper authorities in Hamburg 

We left the Poor House with only one regret— 
that it was Saturday and the next day would be 
Sunday ahd we would miss the good meat and the 
rough red wine! So far had we sunk, or progressed, 
on our scale of values,

The Only Possible Reply 


The issue between Gandhi and the 
British authorities is not whether India 
shall have home rule, but whether it shall 
be arbitrarily subjected to Hindu rule. 

A definite pledge has been given that 
when the war is ended a system of com- 
plete self-government will be established, 
under which Hindu territory will be ruled 
by the Hindu majority living there, but 
the Mohammedan and Sikh minorities 
will have the choice of setting up separ- 
ate governments in their own territories 
if they wish to do so. . 

This is not good enough for the Ma- 
hatma and his Congress party. They want 
to rule the Mohammedans and the Sikhs, 
as well as themselves. Moreover, they say 
these minorities must have no say in the 
matter. They must be handed over to 
Congress rule by arbitrary action at Lon- 
don. 

It is probably in the minds of the 
Congress leaders to also demand that Bri- 
tain compel the minorities to submit to 
their authority. They cannot be demented 
enough to imagine they could do the com- 
pelling themselves. Nor dumb enough to 
suppose that no compulsion would be 
necessary, 

What Gandhi and his associates are 
demanding, under threat of sabotage, is 
that Britain break faith with the races 
who have fought its battles from China 
to Europe and upheld its power in India. 
Sir Stafford Cripps said the only thing 
possible when he said that is not going to 
be done. 


The Nearer The Jobs, The Better 


Consideration is being given at Ottawa 
to the part-time employment of farmers 
in industry, aS one means of making more 
complete use of manpower. 

he idea is that during slack times on 
the farm, say in winter, farmers and 
farm boys might welcome the opportun- 
ity to go to town and earn some extra 
money at wage jobs, This policy would 
apply particularly to sections of western 
Canada where grain growing is the main 
branch of farming, and winter work on 
the farm is relatively light. 

If an attempt is to be made to put 
this plan into practice in a large way, 
machine shops and all other industrial 
concerns in western centres should be 
given contracts for the making of such 
munitions or parts as they may be able 
to turn out, or can be fitted to turn out 
at reasonable cost, 

To shift large numbers of men from 
western farms to eastern factories for 
three or four months of winter work, and 
then shift them back again to the farms 
in spring, would be a cumbrous proceed- 
ing. If the Government paid the transpor- 
tation, the expense would be heavy. If 
the men had to buy their own railway 
tickets the journey might not be worth 
while, or not enough worth while to he 
attractive.

It goes back 
‘to the latter quarter of the last 
century, when Brazil was virtually 
the only producer of rubber, There 
was no cultivation. Any peasant 
who dared to face the tangled 
jungle to search out rubber trees 
and tap them could sell it for suf- 
ficient to make his fortune in a 
few seasons. 

In 1876 Henry Wickham, the 
Briiish scientist, smuggled 70,000 
seeds of Hevea Brasiliensis from 
the country and brought them to 
Kew. There some tropical houses 
were cleared of flowers, the Ama- 
zon conditions duplicated, and the 


seeds planted. Young trees were 
taken to Malaya and carefully 
planted out. They prospered. 


Bubble Burst 


In 1912, Brazil’s bubble burst. 
That year plantation rubber enter- 
ed the market for the first time in 
quantity—cleaner and more uni- 
form and cheaper than wild rubber, 
Prices plummeted, and within a 
few seasons Brazil’s most lucrative 
trade was doomed. Malaya was 
booming. 

For a time the U.S.A. welcomed 
the new regime. But when Britain 
and the Netherlands buried the 
hatchet and fixed prices, two 
with the same initials, 
revolted. They were Henry Ford 
and Harvey Firestone. They deter- 
mined to grow their own. Fire-|} 
stone chose Liberia. Ford guessed 
you could not beat nature, and 
plumped for Brazil. He went to 
the same area as Wickham had. 

Brazil gave him all the land he 
wanted, 2,475,000 acres of it, just 
dense jungle, so thickly grown that | 


men could hardly get a foothold 
therein. 

Ford's men hired thousands of 
workers and hacked trails into the 
forest and hewed down trees and 
drove back the wild beasts with 
forest fire. Finally there arose in 
the jungle a new town, called Boa 
Vista, afterwards renamed Ford- 
landia. By 1928 planting began. A 
year later 1,000 acres were covered 
with young rubber trees, 1,390,000 
of them. 


Guessed Wrong 


But Ford's advisers had guessed 
wrong, expensively so. Their great 
experiment did not prosper, Na- 
ture arranges her rubber trees here 
and there among many sorts of 
others. Around their feet she 
spreads a carpet of luxuriant un- 
dergrowth. She provides plenty 
of sun and rain. 

The way Ford’s men_ planted 
their trees they just did not grow. 
In straight rows, unsheltered by 
neighbors, they shrivelled in the 
heat. Rain bounced off baked and 
bare ground, or washed it away 
into the Rio Tapajoz. Finally came 
leaf fly and root blight. By 1933 
Ford agriculturists decided it was 
all up so far as Forlandia was con- 
cerned, 

They looked for a new site, and 
eighty miles away down river they 
found it and called it Belterra, 
“beautiful land.” 
high plateau, well watered and 
sunlit, and traded with the 
Brazilian government a large slice 
of Fordlandia in exchange for a 
new plot of 707,750 acres. 

Meanwhile in far away Malaya, 
the British and Dutch had been

OTTAWA, Aug 7—(CP)--Some 
30,000 Canadian women will be 
wearing the King’s uniform before 
another year is out if the pres- 


ent rate of expansion of the 
womens services continues 
The recent announcement that | 


members of the women’s division 
of the Royal Canadian Air Force 
will go overseas, coming on the 
heels of a similar intimation of 
overseas 
the Canadian Women's Army 
Corps, indicates the women will 
be sent wherever Canadian fight- 
ing men are stationed in large 
numbers 

The C.W.AC. now has a strength 
of about 4,900 and is working to 
get 1,000 new recruits a month 
so it will have 10,000 by the end 
of the year 

The women’s division of the air 
force has about 5,000 girls on 
strength and its expansion plans 
call for a total of 15,000 by the 
end cf 1942. 

The recently authorized women's 
royal naval service has not yet 


taken on any recruits but active | 


preparations are being made for 
enlisting and training 3,000 women 
in the first year and a total of 
7,900 eventually 

It has net yet been decided how 
meny airwomen will be sent over- 
seas but it is expected the first 
movement will be small and will 
consist largely of clerical 
ers for employment at the over- 
seas headquarters of the R.C.A.F. 
the women immediately needed 
overseas are stenographers, tele- 
phone operators, filing clerks and 
perhaps a few drivers. 


DRIVERS 

While requests have come from 
the army overseas for woinen— 
and it is the intention to meet 
them—no decision has yet been 
made on an overseas movement.

A PERFECT TARGET 

Industrial dispersement must be 
undertaken in the interests of se- 
curity. As we stand today, America 
represents a perfect target for 
bombing from the skies; here an 
enemy can hope to achieve more 
devastation per ton of explosive 
than in almost any other part of 
the world. 

Though these considerations may 
sound abstract, and have been 
ignored by our established military 
writers, they represent a concrete 


and Germany, we see essentially a 
war of physical elimination. Despite 
their wealth of industries and com- 
munications, Hitler is more inter- 
ested in «destroying the British 
Isles than in acquiring them. 


He would rather wipe out the 
British economic setup than cap- 
ture it. He cannot hope to enslave 
it as he might some African 
colony or some small European 


| country. He must therefore seek 


to enfeeble it for as long a period 
as possible by demolishing its 
entire industrial structure. 

By the same token, British aims 
must be to wreck German economy 
rather than to take it over; the 
memory of how a beaten Germany 
quickly recovered because it had 
the nucleus of a machine civiliza- 
tion and national pride is too fresh 
to be ignored. 

THE NAZIS TRIED TO CAP- 
TURE ENGLAND IN LINE 
WITH THE OLD PATTERN 
ONLY BECAUSE THEY HAD 
NOT YET REALIZED THE POS- 
SIBILITY OF DESTROYING IT

Only when the master of the 
skies wishes to conserve the prop- 
erty and the man power below for 
its own use or for some other 
reason will he, normally, need to 
take possession of the surface 
through employment of armies 
brought by land, sea, or air.
